Thomas Clyde. R. T. Wilson and Emil Hen to 
Race at New Orleans. 



New Orleans. La., November 10. — Candidates for 
governor of l>Miisiana were put mi record yesterday 
as t<« their attitude on raciug by the New Orleans 
Protestant Ministers’ Association. 

Thomas C. Barrett, the Prohibition standard 
!»earer was decided in his stand that he would en- 
fold the laws and advocate further laws that 
would compel the lo«*al authorities to enforce state 
statutes. 

John M. Parker, the Indeiiendent candidate, re- 
plied as follows: 

“First — There is a state law providing for the 
regulation of racing throughout the state and when 
conducted within the law there will be no interfer- 
ence by me. 

“Se«*oiid — I am not personally a patron of racing, 
but if the people want it aud it is conducted within 
the law aud along lines that are fair and clean 
1 will not interfere. 

“Third — The enforcement of the law is largely 
li^ft to the local authorities, ami if a law is ob- 
noximis Its enforcement is impracticable.** 

lu substance Mr. Parker's reply implies home rule 
mid non-interference with racing when within the 
law. 

Col R G. Pleasant’s rejoinder to the questions 
was that if elected governor lie would enforce the 
laws as far as the power aud authority lie in the 
governor to do so. 

The election for governor will take place on the 
first Tuesday of April and will come long after the 
1 -aee meeting at the Fair Grounds is over.

The anouneement that the Memphis turfman, Mr. 
J. W. Schorr, and J. O. Keene had come to an 
agreement, some time back, whereby Luke McLuke 
is to stand for service at the Keeneland Farm, 
must lie a source of gratification to all breeders in 
this section, aud it goes without saying that Luke 
Melmke is assured of a full subscription list. Ap- 
parently our breeders here are at last waking 
up to the fact that Kentucky is lamentably short 
on stallions, but iu Luke McLuke and Great Britain 
we have now something well worth while and, what 
is more. Ballot has also lieen retained for the 
blue grass and Mr. Arthur Hancock was kind 
enough to inform me, the other day, that his new 
English purchase. Wrack, is to stand for service in 
the County of Bourbon. 

Tbe Domino line, of which Luke McLuke is a 
member, is a deservedly popular one, but the 
every-day breeder of the blue grass has been, up 
to the present, afforded but scant chance of patron- 
izing stallious of Domino descent, for though there 
are four or five stallions of that descent now 
located in this region, in most eases no outside 
mares are taken. Surely this is a short-sighted 
policy. How many of Hanover’s best were Mc- 
Gratbiana bred? Was it the Welbeok mares that 
made St. Simon? The fact is outside mares are 
usually responsible for the success of any stud 
bor>e.*and I am pleased to learn that the Keeneland 
combination have decided to pursue the advanced 
policy of |R»rmitting outside breeders to avail them- 
selves of the services of Luke McLuke. 

The newly-formed combination is. 1 should say, a 
particularly happy one. The Memphis brewer has the 
horse Mr. Keene is, himself, the possessor of some ex- 



ceedingly well-bred, producing mares and is a horse- 
man of wide and varied experience, having trained 
horses in Russia, where the won the Warsaw and 
Moscow Derbys with the Gal tee More colt, Irish Lad, 
and, if I recollect aright, won no less than eight 
races in one day. After his return to the United 
States, Mr. Keene met with much success racing in 
California, and from there sailed for Japan and raced 
horses successfully. Tlien besides, of late years, 
Mr. Keene trained the winner of the Kentucky 
Futurity three years in succession for Senator John- 
son N. Camden, and in Mr. Keene the Memphis 
brewer lias found a parther well fitted to make a 
success of any activity he may undertake. 

I was so fortunate last year as to witness Luke 
McLukc’s splendid victory iu the Kentucky Handi- 
cap. a tine i**rformance for any three-year-old so 
early in the year, and I must class the son of 
Ultimns as one of the best American-bred three- 
year-olds I have ever seen race. Luke McLuke. 
good race horse as lie undoubtedly was, was not 
destined to enjoy a racing career of any length. 
Horses of this particular lhie do not, as a rule, long 
withstand tbe strain of hard galloping. Brilliant 
as is their speed, they are not possessed of that 
ruggeduess of constitution and toughness of fibre 
which are usually associated with the production 
of a great campaigner. However, speed is the 
great desideratum in this country. Juvenile racing 
is all the go — more’s the pity — to the neglect of 
long-distance racing, and his double infusion of 
the flying blood of Alarm should serve Luke Mc- 
Luke in good stead when he assumes his now role 
as a stallion.

I have, ere this, drawn attention to the almost 
phenomenal success that attended the imported-hred 
Cast let on marcs, and just what induced the late 
James R. Keene to forego his original plan of 
mating and switch to doubling up the Domino line. 
I am at a loss to understand. Two donble Domino 
stallions, L’ltiinus and Hippodrome, were sold at 
the Keene dispersal sale — both of them maidens. 
Ultimus has to his credit, besides Luke McLuke, 
the good winning two-year-old Last Coin, a non- 
winner through the year. Hippodrome, I fear, has 
met with but little success as a sire. Luke Mc- 
Luke and Last Coin are both out of imported mares. 
Commando scored his greatest triumphs off im- 
ported stock, as witness — Colin, Peter Pan, Celt, 
Superman, etc. Domino got Disguise and the Oaks 
winner Cap and Bells front daughters of Galopin. 
All this points to imparted mares or mares of im- 
ported descent being the most suitable mates for 
Isuke McLuke. special attention also being paid 
to soundness and constitution. 

Tbe Keeneland stallion, it may be noticed, does 
not in coat coloring take after his sire, the cliest- 
nut- lined Ultimus. This was to be expected, and 
I take it that Trenton is the dominant factor 
in the make up of Luke McLuke. as was St. 
Simon in the production of Rock Sand. Luke Mc- 
Luke in looks and con form at ion is a Trenton all 
over, a fine upstanding horse, but liis dam. Midge, 
was. if memory senes, rather on the small side. 
1 well remember her as a yearling, racing over 
the Castletou paddocks along with a score of others 
of her sex — always in the vau, hut Midge, though 
returned a winner, did not earn for herself a 
I). S. O. as a raee mare. Perhaps she was 
hampered by the weight of her rider. However, 
her paddock speed and the courage and sterling 
worth of her parents Trenton and Isonomy. which 
Midge has undoubtedly transmitted in no small 
degree to her son, Luke McLuke. 

Tbe more I study Luke McLuke’s pedigree, the 
more I am convinced that he will need careful 
mating. Ultimus did not race: Commando retired 
early: the Musket tribe, though game and honest 
as the day is long, are notoriously unsound: Golds- 
braugh mares, too, were weak in frout, aud trans- 



and American stake winner Short Grass, with others 
in liis establishment. Mr. Ilerz is not unknown 
in this city, having campaigned here the crack 
McCliesney and other high-class thoroughbreds in 
partnership with “Boots” Durnell, when racing 
flourished here years ago. 

Ideal weather continues and the horsemen are 
spending their time in arranging tlieir quarters and 
clipping their charges. Slow exercise continues the 
rule for the horses.

mitted this defect to their offspring. Isonomy 
though, of which Luke McLuke has a double cross, 
was as sound as they make ’em. and stood train- 
ing long enough to win two Ascot Gold Cups aud 
other long distance races under heavy imposts. 
Doncaster, too, though beaten by Marie Stuart for 
the mile and three-quarters St. Leger, proved the 
lietter stayer and l**at her for the two and one- 
half miles Gold Cup. 

The special branch of the No. 2 family of which 
Luke McLuke is a member is one of the* best to he 
had. Carbine was a member of this immediate 
tiranch. as was Voltigeur. Galopiu’s graudsire. and 
Voltigeur also holds the proud distinct iou of having 
beaten the well-nigh invincible Flying Dutchman 
for the Doncaster Cup. 

Ultimus is well fortified by Herod and Matchem 
strains. Uirnyar is full of Herod blood, Darebin, 
sire of Commando’s dam, Emma C., is a Matchem, 
Flood and Glengarry are both Herods. but Isonomy 
and Doncaster are “all Eclipse.” Trenton is a 
thorough outcross for Domino tliough. Touchstone is 
the common ancestor of both. Musket’s dam was of 
Matchem descent, Goldslmrough brings in the re- 
nowned Fisherman (Herod) strain, and theu we have 
Isonomy and Doncaster again. 

No St. Simon blood api**ars in Luke McLnke’s 
pedigree and inares of St. Simon descent, or mares 
rich in the blood of the Welheck champion, should 
suit him admirably, daughters of Sain for instance. 
Sain, by St. Serf— The Task, by Barcaldine (Mateh- 
eni », St. Serf’s dam, Ferouia. by Tliormanby (He- 
rod). and Sain has this year eighteen daughters 
which have produced the winners of forty-one races. 
Mares, too. by St. Frosquin, sou of St. Simon, out 
of Isabel, by Plebeian (Matchem), Parma, by Par-, 
mesau (Herod), are adapted to the requirements of 
Luke McLuke. Mares of the Hampton line, especi- 
ally through Ayrshire, should give good results 
when mated with Mr. Schorr’s horse, and mares of 
the Hanover line should also give good results, as 
should those carrying the blood of Sir Mod red. 
However. I should fight shy of another infusion of 
the I>omino strain and eschew the bk><*l of Isonomy 
and Doncaster.

— The Gwynn Oaks 
Handicap and the Green Spring Valley Steeple- 
chase were the outstanding features at Pimlico 
this afternoon. The card was an ordinary one. a 
majority of the raees being celling affairs in which 
large fields went to the post. Interesting inn- 
tests were the order, with the finishes close enough 
to lx* exciting. Weldship showed a good |K*r- 
formance in the steeplechase, when he picked up 
100 pounds, made all the juice ami la*at Ex tou a 
length. Kermath had the mount on Weldshi|» and 
rode him in skillful fashion. Top Hat, August 
Belmont’s fencer, again failed to finish the course. 
He tiolted around the wing at the third jum|i 
and was then iiulled up. 

Joe Blair set a fast early juice in the Gwynn 
Oaks Handicaii, going the half in forty-seven 
seconds with a three lengths lead. In tin* home- 
stretch Wanda Pitzer came from ladiiml and. finish- 
ing fast, drew away in the last sixteenth, while 
Briar Path also got u|> to l»eat the jtaceuiaker. 

Jefferson Livingston, who lias iwen one the 
greatest buyers of English thoroughbreds during the 
past twelve months, was a visitor at Pimlico this 
afternoon. Mr. Livingston came on to l:M>k over the 
division of his stable that lie is racing in Maryland 
preparatory to retiring them into winter quarters. 
During the morning he inspects! Colonel Vetinic, 
l’olroma and others that lie has at the famous old 
course and in the afternmm he was a prominent fig- 
ure on the clubhouse lawn, where society «*ongre- 
gated to witness the racing. Mr. Livingston will 
remain here for the rest of the meeting. 

James Butler and James Rowe were other promi- 
nent horsemen at Pimlico this afternmm. 

Ambrose, winner of the sixth raee, was advanced 
$300 over his entered price of $1,400 by G. Alex- 
andra and was liouglit in. 

Secretary Riggs announced today that the Mary- 
land Jockey Club would add $500 extra to the Gr**^n 
Spring Valley Steeplechase this afternoon, the Elk 
Ridge Steeplechase, to be run Thursday, and the 
Consolation Steeplechase, to be run Friday. In the 
Green Spring Valley Steeplechase the money was 
divided as follows: $775 to first, $200 to second. $125 
to third and $100 to fourth. The winner’s portion 
of the Elk Ridge will be $950; second $300; 
third, $150; and fourth $100. For the Consolation 
the money will be divided $700, $200, $125, and $75. 

Amos Turney has presented to William Garth 
the two-year-old filly Bambi, which was cut down 
in her race yesterday. Mr. Garth will ship her to 
his farm at Charlottesville, Va.. and use her as a 
broodmare. Mr. Garth, by the way, has signed up 
steeplechase jockey Fred Williams to ride for him 
again next year.

El Paso, Tex., November 10. — H. F. Brievogel. 
secretary of the Jockey Club Juarez, met in 171 
Paso today Roberto V. Pesqiieira. one of the most 
prominent of tbe Carranza officials. Said l’es- 
queira. who was in El Paso en route to Dougins 
and Agua Prieta to confer with General Alvaro 
Obregon and other officials: 

“While General Carranza will in all probability 
close some of the establishments in Juarez he will 
permit the operation of the J«n*key Club Juarez unde** 
the concession granted them for a jM*riod of twenty 
years by a legal Mexican government. 

“The concession granted by a legal government 
of Mexico will be ujdiehl by General Carranza 
when he takes possession of tin* over-river j*»rt. 
But the gambling in the Monte Carlo and j>ool rooms 
will lie closed. He has closed such gambling 
houses in the cities lie has taken jiossessiou of. 
The races at Juarez have always resulted in bring- 
ing a big influx of j>eo|de into Juarez and it has 
tended to increase the jtrosjierity of both that 
city and El Paso.

Outward Characteristics of Horses Which Make Turf 
History Through Their Progeny. 



Broomstick. the leader among American sires of 
tin- year. is hacked bv a rare «*oml*iuatiou <>f merits, 
royally bred. a wonderful! v last and stout-hearted 
raiv horx-. exquisite individuality and a brilliant 
record as a sire, not oulv of great race horses and 
high-class stake winners but of thoroughly useful 
handicap horses and high-class sidling platers; in 
short, of rarely failing to get something well worth 
sending to the races, says an eastern turf writer. 

When Broomstick was taking his early lessons in 
racing at the training quarters of his owner. Cap:. 
f S. S. Brown, down in Mobile, during February. 
l*tt. in charge of trainer l*eter Whinner, every - 
I**h1.v who looked him over was impressed with his 
lau It less conformation and exquisite finish, but 
most of them shook their heads ami declared that 
while lie was a little Itcauty and might come to 
hand early a ud win some of the early three-eighths 
sprints for babies at tin* winter tracks, lie was too 
small to pick up scale weights and finish ahead of 
the big two-year olds he would have to meet in the 
nietr.qtolitan circuit. 

And yet Broomstick did win his first start in the 
metropolitan circuit, finishing in front in a goinl 
field iu the Juvenile Stakes at Morris Park. This, 
and in fact his brilliant success on the turf later 
caused horsemen to womler that such a small horse 
could do such tilings: but now that he has lived iu 
retirement, lie lias grown to such range and sub- 
stance that lie cannot Ik* regarded as a small 
tliorouglihri*d any longer, lie is nearly or quite two 
iuclies tall«*r than was liis famous sire, Ben Brush, 
and he is nearly as long and thick. 

He stands lietween 1T» 1 ^ and 16 hands high and 
w’oiild weigh over 1,100 isninds. While not gross as 
far as his present condition is concerned, he is high 
in flesh, but this fails to conceal his enormous 
muscular development. Ilis anus and the muscles 
just almve them are thick en«»ugli for a draft horse 
and. thick as they are. they are long and beauti- 
fully outlined instead of being gnarh*d and knotted 
like those of the slow-motioiuil haulers of heavy 
loads. 

Although high in flesh. Broomstick appears more 
like a grand-looking four-year-old recently taken 
out of training than a fourteen-year-old sin* which 
already lias won for himself a world wide reputation 
as a sire of great race horses. This is e*i»ecially 
noticeable when he is taken out into the big grassv 
imddoek adjoining his large and |n*rfectly lighted 
and ventilated t*»x. which serv«*s as his sleeping 
apartment and dining room at Brook dale. 

When led out to pose for his |s»rtrait lie was 
es|M*eially playful and troublesome. Standing in 
|H*rfeet pose. with distended nostrils, drinking iu 
tin* crisp air. which had the first fresh nip of autumn 
iu it. and his rich bay coat gleaming iu the after 
noon sunlight, his -aw* fixed at the far-off horizon, 
lie would look the very ideal of what was wanted, 
but just as the loaded camera was leveled at him 
something within his wide range of vision would seem 
to stir bis sense of humor and on the instant he 
would stand straight on bis bind legs and paw the 
air with liis feet far aU»ve the head of his colored 
groom, who was trying to coax him to stand iu one 
position just long enough for a snapshot. 

Broomstick is a rich, dark bay. solid colored, with 
black points. He has a small, hloodlike head "with 
iiiuisiiallv large bright eyes which always seem to 
have a playful, kindly look in them, a particularly 
title tapering muzzle, broad, flat forehead, wide 
jowls, clean and lieautifully arched throttle, thin, 
small ears alertly carried, a daintily crested and 
finely arcli<*d neck of more than average length, 
exquisitely lapered from rangy and oblique shoul- 
ders to a |*erfeet throat, deep, roomy chest affording 
grand lung space, a cylindrical barrel, short, broad 
back: a beavilv muscled loin, wide and high: perfect 
quarters well ‘laid together: smooth hips, wide and 
massive stifles well let down, imwerful, well -arched 
gaskius and faultless hocks and knees. His cannon 
tioiies an* short and strong, bis pasterns are of 
good length and sufficiently oblique to ensure elas- 
ticity and wear-and-tear qualities, and admirable 

f ^n Mood lines Broomstick is a prince. His sire. 
Ben Brush, w as a great race horse and the best son

By right of breeding and conformation, but es 
peeially by virtue of his performances on the turf. 
Whisk Broom II. deserves a close second place to 
liis illustrious sire in Bns»kdale’s splendid quartette 
of stalliiHis now quartered in the stud barn, which, 
by the way. is a model in its line, like all the 
Brookdale equipment. 

As far as individuality is concerned, it may l»e 
said that Whisk Broom II. and his famous sire 
differ widely: but in the matter of conformation 
the only essential variation is that the son is a con- 
siderably enlarged edition of the sire. Each has 
marvelous driving |K>wer, and each has faultless 
ra<*iu* r angles, combined with marvelous muscular 
development. On the other hand, while Broomstick 
is a solid dark bav with black shadings. Whisk 
Broom II. is a bright golden chestnut, which shows 
a glint of purple like the iris of the dove tinder 
strong sunlight, with a white star, and liis off him.

James Rowe entertains a high opinion of this 
fasliiouahly-bred young sire, and his good opinion 
of him is’ not founded merely ii|h*ii liis wonderful 
bleed lines and his fine individuality, but rather upon 
the splendid crops of yearlings and weanlings on 
tin* farm which have been sired by him. It is true 
he has had a choice lot of mares, but every colt and 
filly of bis get is an extremely handsome and prom- 
ising individual. In a general way they bear a 
striking resemblance to the get of Broomstick, and 
this in itself would be a marked tribute to their 
uniform excellence. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



A dispatch of yesterday from Rome says: Tlie 

fate of 21 s passengers and seamen unaccounted for 
among those on the Italian Line steamship Ancona, 
sunk hv a submarine flying the Austrian flag, was 
still uncertain bore today. The government is 



making everv effort to learn full particulars. It 
lias not yet* been imssible to learn whether there 
were Americans among the 270 survivors landed at 



tin* French naval station of Bizerta on the African 
<*i»ast. The figures are approximate, but are believed 
to Ik* nearly correct. That U»e passengers number 
4 SI? is known definitely from the Italian line's rec- 
ords in Naples. The crew's full complement is 1150, 
but it is lielieved only sixty were carried on this 
voyage. Two of the Ancona's boats, with fifty-four 
iiieniliers of the crew, have landed near Cape Bon. 
Some of the men were injured. The passengers on 
hoard the liner included eighty-three first cabin, 
sixty second cabin and :*39 steerage. Tl^s makes 
4S2. which, with sixty of the crew, gives a total 
of 542 on board the ship. Cape Bon. where two 
of the Ancona’s boats landed, with fifty-four mein 
’kts of the crew, is the northeastern extremity of 
Tunis. alKiut seventy miles east of Bizerta. where, 
according to advices last night. 270 survivors were 
landed. This makes a total of 324 survivors thus 
far accounted for. Prince Cassano Zuuica was 
aboard the Ancona. 



An official report front Rome via Paris yesterdray

One of our uirigibles on the 
night of November 8. after rising above a dense 
bank of clouds, crossed the Isonzo zone and Vipacco 
and then bombarded intrenebments in the vicinity of 
Savogna. The dirigible was discovered by the 
enemy's searchlights but eluded the fire of the anti 
aircraft guns and returned unscathed to our lines.’

Fire yesterday almost completely destroyed the 
No. 4 machine shop of the Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany.

Tlie machinery and war material in the 
building were said to Ih* worth millions of dollars. 
How the fire started is not known. It was discov- 
ered in what is known as the boring-mill section of 
the plant among a quantity of oil. 

Premier Asquith asked the house of commons yes- 
terday for a vote of credit of $2.000,0110,000. This 
will make the total amount voted for war purposes 
in the current year $6,509,000,000. With the amount 
voted in the financial year of 1014-15, the sum 
allotted for the war. including the new vote of 
credit, will reach the aggregate of $8,310,000,000. 

The reorganization and extensive changes which 
are lieing introduced iu the Russian army’ says 
the London Morning Post’s Petrograd corresjiond- 
ent. plainly indicate that the Russians contemplate 
a long struggle. They are making preparations for 
a war lasting five years more. 

A telegram to Ixmdon from Rnchaiest states that 
fighting broke out between Germans and Bulgarians 
for possession of Negotin, in northeastern Serbia, 
and that 100 Bulgarians were killed. This is the 
first news of a breach between the Balkan allies. 

The French steamer Yser, formerly known as the 
Dacia, which was seized by a French cruiser last 
February while carrying a cargo of cotton from the 
United States to Germany, has been torpedoed and 
sunk by a German submarine. 

A defeat for the French and British troops in 
southern Serbia, with losses which are described as 
enormous, is reported to Berlin in a dispatch from 
Sofiia by way of Budapest. 

Telegrams received^ in London from Algeciras. 
Morocco, by way of Madrid rermrt a British cruiser 
has sunk two German submarines in the Straits of 
Gibraltar.

The French 
are extending their line along the railway from 
Krivolak toward Veles. A Bulgarian attack upon 
Krivolak yesterday was completely repulsed. An 
Amsterdam dispatch to the Ontral News says the 
official Gazette of Constantinople publishes an act, 
voted by parliament authorizing the government to 
make arrangements with the German government 
for an advance of $30,000,000. Dispatches from 
Montenegro describe the economic situation in that 
country as most serious. It is stated that 1.000.000 
Serbian refugees already have reached Montenegro 
and that many more are expected shortly. The 
food supply is said to lie short. 

A late dispatch of yesterday from Athens says: 
Tlie French recaptured the southern Serbian town 
of Veles from the Bulgarians today, reports stated 
here today. Veles. on the Nish-Snloniki railroad, is 
fifty-five miles northwest from the jioint where the 
railroad crosses the Grek.o- Serbian frontier. It 
was to its vicinity that the Franco-Rritish forces 
drove the Buigars after the latter’s defeat at Bn- 
buna Pass, in the Prilep region. It has 'been the 
scene of hard fighting for several days. A message 
from the front rejKirted continued fighting at Bahtin 
Pass, northeast of Prilep. It was believed liere this 
was in connection with Serho-Franco-British opera- 
tions to clear that part of Serbia completely from 
the Buigars. The latter were badly defeated in the 
Babuua Pass district several days ago and tlieir 
main lmdy retreated to the eastward. British 
tr<K»ps moving t«> re-enforce the French at Veles, 
have captured the Rulgnr positions in the Doiran 
district, eight miles north of the Greko- Serbian 
frontier, at the point where it is crossed by the 
railroad and eighteen miles south of the south- 
western Bulgarian town of Stnimitsa. 

Tlie American steamer Zeelandia. was forcibly 
searched l»y a party from a British cruiser last 
week when lying iu the port of Progreso, Mexico. 
The American i-onsul then* reports the cruiser now 
is lying outside, presumably waiting to seize the 
ship. On tlie face of such a report as the eonsul 
sent, even though it is incomplete, the official 
conclusion at Washington is that the British naval 
authorities not only violated Mexican neutrality, 
but far exci*cded their rights iu forcibly search- 
ing an American ship in a neutral port. Forcible 
searching of an American ship in a neutral port 
probably would constitute one of tbe most serious 
issues to arise between tlie United States and Great 
Britain iu tbe controversy now in the channels of 
diplomacy over the British navy’s conduct toward 
American shipping. While awaiting further details 
officials were silent. A thorough investigation will 
be made. 

The correspondent at Rotterdam of the London 
Daily Telegraph claims to have learned from an 
absolutely reliable sources that in a score or more 
widely separated places in Germany the construc- 
tion of Zepiielin dirigible balloons is being carried 
out and that in no department of construction work 
in Germany is greater activity shown. Dirigibles 
of all types — Zeppelin, Parseval and Schutte — are 
being turned out the corres|K»ndent understands, with 
feverish haste. New sheds are being built, not of 
wood, but of iron, including roofs of the same ma- 
terial. as a protection against air-craft attacks. 
Tlie Krupps also are said to lie engaged in build- 
ing iHirtahle sheds. From all the correspondent was 
able to learn tlie idea is to bring tlie war home 
Jo the English people, who hitherto “have not felt 
its effects, so that they shall be more anxious for 
peace.” 

Admiral Tseng Jn Cheng, governor of the Shang- 
hai district, was assissinated at Shanghai yester- 
day. liis secretary, who was with him at the time, 
was seriously wounded. Tseng Jit Cheng, who was 
a memlier of the monarchists party, with his pri- 
vate secretary was motoring to the Japanese consu- 
late to attend the cor oi Kit ion reception, when, at 
the Garden bridge, two revolutionaries fired eighteen 
shots at them from automatic pistols. Tseng Ju 
Cheng was immediately taken to a hospital, but 
died shortly afterward. Tseng Ju Cheng was 
former commander of the Chinese navy, and during 
tin* revolution iu 1913 was active against the revo- 
lution. An unsuccessful attempt to assassinate the 
admiral by means of a bomb was made last August.

It is grievous to think of what is going out 
of the country, and Mr. Joel declares be is will- 
ing to Ki ll as long as buyers can he found. What 
are we to say to this, and what chance can small 
men have if lie who has enjoyed fortune’s favors 
to the full does not see his way to carry o»? 
It is at least up to the Stewards of tbe Jookev 
Club to do what they can to stay the rot by ar- 
ranging for two more extra meetings at New- 
market. This I hope and trust they will do. though 
it lie at the elventh hour. It may be thought that 
when our Stud Book liecomes reduced to one-quarter 
of the broodmares it contains at present we can 
easily replenish the number, just as the Americans 
are doing at present. But the two cases differ 
vastly. Our friends in the United States are mak- 
ing a very great deal of money just now, and can 
afford to buy a lot of the best broodmares, whereas 
we — when shall we again have the money to sr»end 
on any such purchases? I am no pessimist, but 
it must 1 m* plain enough to anyone who will think 
that if British bloiMlstock is seriously depleted now 
there will be no superfluous cash after the war to 
sjiend on making good tlie loss. Nothing but rac- 
ing and confidence that racing will lie continued 



next year will save the position. — “The Special 
Commissioner” in London SiMirtsman.

An official order of the Carranza government, 
which will mean the ultimate return to legal owners 
of all coal mii:es in tin* northeast Coahnila district,

An injunction was granted by the Federal Judge 
Carpenter Tuesday restraining customs officials and 
others from removing frmn tlie Rock Island yards at 
Blue Island nine carloads of gold, silver, copper and 
lend bullion. Tbe value of tin* metal is estimated 
at $ 40 , 000 . It is alleged to have lieen stolen from 
a mine in Chihuahua by agents of Gen. Francisco 
Villa's revolutionary forces. Judge Carpenter 
granted a temporary restraining order and set the 
case fur hearing on November 19. when tlie ques- 
tion of ownership will 1m* determined ami a perma- 
nent injunction issued.
